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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hembree (U.S. Pat. 6117797) in view of Tao et al. (U.S. Pat. 6229702). 

Hembree discloses a semiconductor device (fig. 3F, column 3, lines 50-63 and 
column 5, lines 64 et seq.) comprising: 
a substrate 20; 

a semiconductor chip 12 mounted on the substrate; 

a sealing member 48 for encapsulating the semiconductor chip on the substrate; 

and 

a heat sink plate 30 fixed by the sealing member, wherein the heat sink plate has 
concavo-convex portions formed on an exposed surface thereof and is disposed so as 
to be opposed to a main surface on which semiconductor elements of the 
semiconductor chip are formed. 

Hembree discloses the claimed invention except for showing a method of making 
external connection to the device. 

Tao et al. show a technique for making external connections which show a wire 
bonding connection to the substrate as Hembree but also show the connection to ball 
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bond on the opposite side of the substrate. Therefore, it would have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the 
device of Hembree to provide a means for making external connections for the device 
as shown by Tao et al. 

o Regarding claim 2, Hembree discloses the heat sink plate is formed so that the 
convex portions protrude from the surface of the sealing member to the outside, 
o Regarding claim 3, Hembree discloses the heat sink plate is disposed so as to 
adjoin the main surface with a thin sealing member 34 placed on the main 
surface of the semiconductor chip being interposed therebetween, 
o Regarding claim 4, Hembree discloses the heat sink plate is formed so that the 
convex portions protrude from the surface of the sealing member to the outside, 
o Regarding claim 5, Hembree discloses the heat sink plate is disposed so as to 

make contact with the main surface used for the semiconductor elements, 
o Regarding claim 6, Hembree discloses the heat sink plate is formed so that the 
convex portions protrude from the surface of the sealing member to the outside. 
3. Claims 7 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Schneider etal. (U.S. Pat. 5610442) in view of Tao et al. (U.S. Pat. 6229702). 

Schneider et al. disclose a semiconductor device (fig. 4, column 5, lines 65 et 
seq.) comprising: 

a substrate 102; 

a semiconductor chip 306 mounted on the substrate; 
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a sealing member 404 for encapsulating the semiconductor chip on the 
substrate; and 

a heat sink plate 414 fixed by the sealing member, wherein the heat sink plate 
has a heat dissipation fin formed integrally therewith. 

Schneider et al. disclose the claimed invention except for showing a method of 
making external connections to the device. 

Tao et al. show a technique for making external connections which show a wire 
bonding connection to the substrate as Schneider et al. but also show the connection to 
ball bond on the opposite side of the substrate. Therefore, it would have been obvious 
to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the 
device of Schneider et al. to provide a means for making external connections for the 
device as shown by Tao et al. 

o Regarding claim 10, Schneider et al. disclose the heat sink plate is disposed so 

as to be opposed to a main surface on which semiconductor elements of the 

semiconductor chip are formed. 
4. Claims 8-9 and 11-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Schneider et al. in view of Tao et al. and further in view of Suzuki et al. (U.S. Pat. 
6278609). 

Schneider et al. and Tao et al. disclose the claimed invention except for not 
specifically point out the heat sink plate and the heat dissipation fin have engaging 
portions brought into engagement with each other. 
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Suzuki et al. disclose a semiconductor device (cover fig., column 3, lines 3 et 
seq.) comprising: 

An IC card slot 1 and a socket 2 have engaging portions brought into 
engagement with each other, wherein the engaging portions are respectively formed at 
the IC card slot and the socket comprise a guide rail member 2c for guiding the IC card. 
It would have been obvious to modify the device of Schneider et al. and Tao et al. by 
the method of Suzuki et al. to insert the heat dissipation fin in the heat sink plate.
